Labor cannot advance itself aggressively if it 
takes a moment of national peril for its oppor- 
tunity. It can get but the benefits of a total good 
which the nation itself maintains. Destroy all or. 
any part of the total good and there is nothing or 
less left for which to fight. 

This is so apparent that it ought not to need 
exposition. The United States offers opportunities 
to its citizens. Injure or destroy the United States 
and the opportunities have been injured or de- 
stroyed. | | 

Money is not the only thing which can be injured 
or destroyed in a disastrously fought war. The 
chance of labor to make money will be injured or 
destroyed. This fact is self-evident. At present 
both the warring factions of labor and capital 
ought to be interested in but one thing. That is 
the preservation of the values which they seek to 
divide equitably. | 
Not all capital is rapacious. Not all labor is 
unreasonable. The conflict between the two may 
have to progress for ages, but it does not progress 
if either take advantage of emergency to obtain 
fictitious benefits, which only result in injuring or 
destroying the common total of good for which 
each is striving. :

The master of Magdalene college en- 
joys a far greater power than the head 
of any other university college, either at 
Cambridge or at Oxford.
